DISCUSSION AND FINDINGS OF FACT

1. PacifiCorp's existing standard avoided cost rates were
approved by the Commission inits April 23,1992, 0 rderin
Docket No. 91-2035-01. In that order, the Commissio
stated:

The Commission is aware that these
rates are based on a 1989 least cost
plan, RAMPP I, and that these rates

may need to be re-calculated in the
near future.
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2. On April 29, 1994, PacifiCorp filed an applicatio
supporting testimony in this docket seeking Commiss
approval of revised standard avoided cost rates.

3. In its application and prefiled testimony, Pacifi
statesthatthe existingstandardavoidedcostrate
reflect the changes which have occurred in PacifiCo
resource requirements and resource options over the
two years and, as a result, those rates are approxi
twenty-one percent higher than they should be based
PacifiCorp's avoided costs.

4. PacifiCorpalsorepresentsthatitcurrentlyhas
requests for QF contracts from QFs 1,000 kw, or les
size and that a Commission order granting its reque
relief will not prejudice any existing QF.

5. This docket will provide the Commission with its

opportunity in several years to review PacifiCorp's

standard avoided cost rates and determine, based on

PacifiCorp's current integrated resource plan, whet
those rates should be revised.

6. Pending the results of that review, it is in the
interest to suspend the availability of QF contract
QFs 1,000 kw, or less, in size.
